LAW MONOPOLY? 

More than fifty realty boards in all parts of California have 
urged their members to vote 24 “NO”, following the resolution of 
the California Bankers’ Association originally adopted in 1921 
and strongly and unanimously reaffirmed at the recent 1922 
state convention. 

It is pointed out by opponents of tlie bill that people have 
their choice as to whether they shall consult a lawyer, a banker, a 
realtor, a notary, tax expert, or any businss friend as to their 
rights under notes, mortgages, leases, hills of sale, financial mat¬ 
ters, or tax returns, but if No. 24 is approved by the electorate, 
this present freedom of opportunity given to every man and 
woman will he curtailed by the muzzling of those same kindly 
business advisors. To he sure the volume of law and the amount 
of litigation w<ill he increased and at the same time the cost of 
securing advice will he multiplied. 

Repudiating attacks recenth made by proponents of the 
Lawyers’ Bill (No. 24 on the November 7th ballot), the Executive 
Council of the California State Federation of Labor has issued a 
warm appeal to working men and women to vote against the 
Lawyers’ Bill. In a proclamation just issued to organized labor 
of California, the recommendation of the recent convention of the 
State Federation of Labor is set out in no uncertain terms: 

“No 24—Regulating 1 'ractice of Law. Submitted 
to electors by referendum. Adds Section 164 to 
Penal Code. Prohibits unlicensed person from prac¬ 
ticing law, appearing as attorney for another before 
judicial body, etc. This is an effort to establish by 
by statute an air-tight monopoly for lawyers. 

Vote No.” 

Tlie report is signed by Seth R. Brown, President, and Paul 
Scharrenberg, Sec ret ary-Treasurer. 

The opposition of the Federation of Labor is the latest and 
one of the strongest blows struck against this questionable at¬ 
tempt to force people into lawyers’ offices and to delay and inter¬ 
rupt the smooth trend of business.
